An appropriation of five. hundred dollars was made at 
the annual meeting, 1849, for the purchase of fire hooks, 
ladders and carriage ; and another appropriation of four 
hundred dollars was made at the same meeting, to repair 
or build over Engine House No. 4. The selectmen and 
chief engineer have not been able to comply with the 
votes of the town, relative to the before named appropria- 
tions, as the town owns no land on which to place a build- 
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ing of suitable dimensions to contain the hooks and 
ladders, and Engine No. 4, and they did not feel authoriz- 
ed to purchase land, without a vote of the town, author- 


izing the same.

The committee to whom was referred the subject of the 
claim of the heirs of the late Joseph Hall, report the fol- 
lowing facts in relation to the same: 

That Joseph Hall, on the 27th of May, 1807, devised to 
the town of Concord, a certain tract of land, in terms as 
follows, viz: “I give to the town of Concord, my lot of 
land, at the Rocky Pond, (so called,) for the use and sup- 
port of the Congregational gospel minister, who shall ex- 
ercise the duties of that office where the meeting house 
now stands, forever.” His will containing this clause was 
duly proved at Exeter, July 6th, 1807, and the town of 
Concord entered upon and took possession of the land, and 
for many years appropriated the income of the land in aid 
of the support of the Congregational minister of the town, 
whose meetings were then holden at the old North Meet- 
ing-House. 

From an early period in the settlement of the town, a 
minister of the Congregational order had been settled, and 
supported by the town, by a tax assessed on the poles and 
estates of the inhabitants. Under a contract of this de- 
scription, Rev. Timothy Walker was ordained Nov. 18th, 
1730, and was succeeded by Rev. Israel Evans, July 1, 
1789, and by Dr. Asa McFarland, March 7, 1798. Un- 
der these contracts, the town constituted one parish, and 
at each annual meeting an article was inserted in the 
warrant, “to see what money the town would raise for the 
supply of the pulpit,” and an annual appropriation was 
made for this purpose. 

On the 11th of July, 1824, Dr. McFarland addressed a 
letter to the town, requesting that his ministerial contract 
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with them might terminate at the close of the then current 
fiscal year of the town at the ensuing March; and at the 
annual meeting in March, 1825, the town voted to comply 
with his request, and the contract was thereby dissolved. 
Since that period no money has ever been raised by the 
town, in the capacity of a parish, or for the support of 
preaching. 

On the 23d of March, 1825, Rev. Nathaniel Bouton 
was ordained as pastor over the former Congregational 
Church, in connection with a society which was then re- 
cently organized as the First Congregational Society of 
Concord. ‘This church and society continued to worship 
at the old North Meeting-House, in the same manner as 
before, until the 22d of November, 1842, at which time 
the new North Meeting-House was dedicated. This 
meeting-house is situated on Main street, about eighty 
rods south of the old North Meeting-House. Since the 
dedication of this house, the First Congregational Church 
and Society have worshipped at this house, and the old 
North Meeting-House has not been occupied for purposes 
of religious worship in connection with any Congregation- 
al Society. 

The old meeting-house was conveyed by the town, to 
the First Congregational Society, the 5th of July, 1828, 
and has since been conveyed by the society to the Metho- 
dist General Biblical Institute, so long as it shall be occu- 
pied for the purposes of that institution, with the provision, 
if it shall cease to be used by them for such purposes, it 
shall revert to the society. 

On the 29th of September, 1827, it was voted by the 
town, ‘that Robert Davis, Samuel Coffin and Samuel 
Herbert, who are assessors of the First Congregational 
Society in Concord, be a committee to sell and convey the 
lot of land at Rocky Pond, so called, which was devised 
to said town by the late Deacon Joseph Hall, for the use 
and support of the Congregational gospel minister who 
shall exercise the duties of that office where the meeting- 
house then stood, forever, and that they be, and hereby 
are authorized to make and execute, in behalf of the town 
of Concord, all necessary conveyances, discharges, and 
receipts to effect the same, and that said committee be di- 
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rected to vest, or secure the proceeds of such sale, to be a 
permanent fund, the interest of which shall be applied for 
the purpose for which said lot of land was devised.” - 
The said committee, reciting the power and authority 
given to them by the town for this purpose, agreeably to 
the foregoing vote, on the 16th of Feb’y, 1828, conveyed 
the land, devised to the town as aforesaid, to Obed Shat- 
tuck, for the sum of jive hundred and seventy-five dollars. 
We are unable to find any report, of the proceedings of 
the committee, on the town books in relation to this sale, 
but are informed that the securities received by them were 
subsequently delivered, either by this committee or by the 
selectmen of the town, with the assent of the town, to the 
First Congregational Society, and that the amount due on 
them has been received by the society, and from time to 
time has been expended by them for the purposes of the 
society, until it is believed the whole has been expended ; 
but the precise amount of this expenditure, and how much 
was expended before the discontinuance of public worship 
by the society, at the old North Meeting-House, and how 
much since, the committee have been unable to ascertain. 
The committee have thus reported all the facts, so far 
as they have been able to ascertain them, in relation to 
this subject, in order to enable the town to act understand- 
ingly upon them.

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ANRUAL REPORT 


Of the Superintending School Committee, for the year end- 
ing March 4, 1850. 


THE committee, to whom was intrusted the charge of 
the public schools of the town, for the past year, respect- 
fully submit the following report : 

It will be our aim, by a few brief remarks upon each 
school, to convey a just impression of its character and the 
merits of its teacher. 


District No. 1. 


The Summer School in this district was taught by Miss 
Eliza Diamond. ‘The order and deportment of the schol- 
ars were commendable; the teacher was faithful in the 
discharge of her duty, as appeared in the correct and 
prompt answers of the pupils, at the examination of the 
school near its close. The school was in some degree in- 
tercepted by the prevalence of sickness among the scholars. 


The Winter School commenced under the charge of Mr. 
Thomas Montgomery, whom_we considered well qualified 
to discharge the duties of a teacher. Owing, as we believe, 
wholly to the disposition of some scholars to make disturb- 
ance, and trouble the teacher, it soon became evident to 
him that his connection with the school, longer, would be 
of no benefit; he accordingly left at the close of the first 
month. Had the parents of those bad scholars codperated 
with the teacher in restraining their waywardness, instead 
of looking on in cold indifference or approbation, this diffi- 
culty would not have occurred. 

The remainder of the term was kept by Mr. Reuben 
Morrill. ‘This teacher did not maintain as good discipline 
as desirable. [rom the examination of the pupils, at the 
close of the term, we could not see much advancement 
since the last year. We were pleased to meet some of the 
parents at the examination before mentioned. 

The teachers in their reports say that there is a want of 
interest on the part of some of the members of the district ; 
that suitable books were not provided for their children, 
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and that many of the scholars are irregular in their attend- 
ance. 


District No. 2. 


The Summer Term was kept by Miss M. J. Fowler. 
We were much pleased with the quietness, good order, and 
evident interest in study, which we observed in this school. 


The Winter Term commenced under the charge of Mr. 
Calvin Morse. Soon after its commencement, when the 
teacher had occasion to administer correction, four or five 
of the large boys interfered, with the evident intent of 
using violence. The committee were called upon to inves- 
tigate the affair. It was decided that the offenders should 
remain in school, they having promised to conform to all 
the reasonable regulations of the school. This engage- 
ment, however, was soon broken; every means having 
been used to annoy the teacher and disturb the school. 
They were dismissed from school, at which time the 
teacher left also. We have never, in all our observation, 
seen worse conduct on the part of scholars, and it is our 
belief that unless there is more interest felt in that district 
and a more hearty support of the teacher, on the part of 
parents, in maintaining discipline and subordination, the 
school will be worthless. 


District No. 3. 


This district, having adopted the “ Somersworth Act,” 
did not come under the supervision of the town committee. 
At the request of that district committee we mcorporate 
their report with our own. 

“Our district, at the commencement of the present year, 
adopted the “Somersworth Act,” and appointed, agreeably 
to the provisions of that act, an independent superintend- 
ing committee. We wish, however, the report of the state 
of our school, to go into the general report of the town. 
We have now two good school-houses. One has been 
erected during the past year at an expense of six hundred 
dollars. A private school of several weeks was kept in 
the spring by Miss Clara A. Brown. We then divided 
the district territorially. There were two schools kept in 
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Summer, for the term of ten weeks, by Misses A. B. Dow 
and Lovina D. Smith, which expended all the money in 
the hands of the district agent. Under a similar division 
of the district we had two schools supported by public 
money, in the autumn, for seven weeks. 

“From our Winter school we excluded all scholars under 
nine years of age. The winter school has been tolerably 
successful ; the scholars having made commendable pro- 
gress in the studies to which they have attended. Miss 
Dow is a very respectable teacher, and Miss Brown is one 
of our best. 

Asa P. Tenney, Ch. of Dist. Com.” 


District No. 4. 

The present year has witnessed a great improvement in 
this school. The Swmmer Term and one month of the 
Winter Term were kept by Mrs. =Eiseek..K Under this 
teacher the pupils have been carefully and thoroughly in- 
structed. Old books have been exchanged for new and 
more approved ones. ‘The last nine weeks of the winter 
term was taught by Mr. Albert Abbott, who has fully sus- 
tained his reputation asa good teacher. Singing was in- 
troduced by Mr. Abbott, and with very pleasing effect. 


District No. 5. 

In this district no school was kept in the summer. The 
Winter School was taught by Mr. Samuel G. Lane. We 
have great satisfaction in saying of Mr. Lane, that he has 
taught an excellent school. The recitation of the class in 
Geometry would have done credit to any Academy. The 
number of scholars was small, and consequently could re- 
ceive a large share of the teacher’s attention. : 


District No. 6. 

This school was under the instruction of Miss Sarah C. 
Atwood during the Swmmer Term. The number of schol- 
ars is very small. At our visits to this school, we obsery- 
ed an entire propriety in the deportment of the pupils, and 
a good degree of interest in study. Although the teacher 
had had no previous experience in teaching, yet she exhibit- 
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ed an aptness and earnestness, in the discharge of her duties, 
which deserve the recommendation of the committee. 


The Winter Term was taught by Mr. Theodore French, 
Jr. This term was as profitable as any previous one. 
The teacher faithfully instructed his pupils. We are 
happy to report that his labors were satisfactory, both to 
the district and committee. 


District No. 7. 


The Szmmer School was kept by Miss Sarah P. Carter. 
We observed a lack of energy in this teacher and a want 
of thoroughness in her teaching. The scholars made tol- 
erable progress. 


The Winter Term was commenced by Mr. Thomas 8. 
French. At the close’of the fourth week of the school 
the teacher left. There was much dissatisfaction with the 
employment of this teacher, before the commencement of 
the school. Several scholars, taking advantage of this 
dislike, caused much disturbance, and the school became 
unprofitable. 

The remainder of the term was kept by Mr. Carlos G. 
Harthorn. Under his management, things assumed a 
new appearance at once. The discipline of the school was 
very good. In his report, Mr. Harthorn says: “ The gen- 
eral conduct of the school has been good, and I have had 
occasion to administer corporeal chastisement in but two 
or three instances. The manner in which the scholars 
had been taught, seemed calculated to develope their pride 
rather than intellect; the great object seeming to be to get 
the pupils through the books before the close of school, 
rather than to give them a thorough understanding of it. 
I labored to impress deeply on the minds of the scholars, 
the importance of fully understanding the principles involv- 
ed in the studies pursued. And I have the pleasure of 
saying that close attention was given to my suggestions; 
and the advancement has been equal to my highest hopes.” 
We would that every school might secure a teacher as 
efficient and successful as the last in No. 7. 
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District No. 8. 


Miss Ann E. Webster, was the teacher during the Swm- 
mer Term. We were well pleased with her method and 
success in teaching. Her report says: “ The deportment 
of the scholars was good, and worthy of particular com- 
mendation. Rapid progress was made in the studies pur- 
sued, especially Arithmhetic.” In these statements we 
concur. 


The Winter School was taught by Mr. L. J. Fitch. 
The number of scholars was small during this term, and 
with the exception of two or three large scholars, the 
school appeared quiet and orderly. The recitations in 
Arithmetic, Algebra, Physiology and Watts on the Mind, 
were unusually good. ‘Two or three compositions were 
read which surprised us with the accuracy of thought and 
beauty of expression. This school was much better than 
the one last year. 


District No. 9. (Merrimack School.) 


This district is large in territory and fast increasing in 
population. A few years ago, the old brick school-house 
on West street, was found too small to accommodate the 
number of scholars then in the district, anda larger house 
has been erected on the corner of State and West streets. 
The house at present seats about two hundred and twenty- 
five pupils. But so fast has the population increased, that 
the building would not at any one time, during the past 
year, accommodate all the scholars who could legally attend 
there. Therefore it would seem necessary that some bet- 
ter provision be made for the constantly increasing number 
of pupils. The committee would suggest that several 
small houses be erected immediately on some streets dis- 
tant from the present school-house, for primary schools. 
‘This plan seems preferable to a division of the district. 
During the last year, the first primary school has been 
under the charge of Miss Rachel Patten. The number 
of scholars was large, especially in the Winter term; yet 
the school was characterised throughout the year by thor- 
ough discipline and regularity. The introduction of sing- 
ing had a very favorable influence upon the pupils; and 
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the school in every respect was greatly improved from the 
last year. 

The Second Primary School continued but two terms, 
and was under the instruction of Miss Hannah Bell. It 
was composed of the smallest scholars and was admirably 
conducted. We have noticed but few schools which were 
governed with more mildness and ease—where the teacher 
retained in so great a degree the aflections of the pupils. 

The Higher Department was taught by Mr. Joseph C. 
Abbott, who has been connected with the school for two 
years and a half, and has had an opportunity to perfect its 
organization. Almost every branch of study was syste- 
matically arranged. The many kinds of books were re- 
duced to one kind in each branch. ‘The pupils were care- 
fully classed in the various branches, according to their 
ability and attainments; the time for each recitation being 
marked out. The pupils habitually took their places in 
the classes, with precision and promptness, yet with an 
ease which, while it avoided the appearance of military 
stiffness, was plainly the result of care and thorough ar- 
rangement. 

- The pupils of the school are deserving of great credit 
for the thoroughness which they evinced in almost every 
branch. The teacher carefully stated the principles of 
whatever subject was before the class, presenting it in 
every way in which it could be made plain, leaving noth- 
ing unexplained which could be understood by the pupils. 
The school, although composed of different materials, was 
readily assimilated together and seemed to move on easily 
and without discordance. We say, without hesitation, 
that, in our belief, this school would not suffer in compari- 
son with any school of the kind in the State. 

At the close of the Winter term, the scholars had-an 
exhibition. ‘The pieces were selected with good taste, 
thoroughly committed and well spoken—some of them 
unusually so. One or two pieces of music were admira- 
bly sung by the young ladies. All things connected with 
the exhibition were conducted with propriety; the whole 
reflecting great credit upon the instructor and his pupils. 
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District No. 10. 


This district comprises the most populous part of the 
village and contains a larger number of scholars than any 
other in town. The number of public schools kept through 
the year, was seven; four primary, two middle, and one 
advanced or hich school. ‘The difficulties with which the 
teachers have had to contend were neither few nor small, 
yet we are happy to say that they did much to overcome 
them, and the district may congratulate themselves that 
their schools have never been better than at the present 
time. 

The First Primary School was under the charge of Miss 
Ann E. Page. We noticed a decided improvement in the 
order and quietness of this school, during the last year. 
The teacher displayed much skill in exciting an interest 
in her young pupils; and in all respects her labors are 
entitled to our commendation. 

The Second Primary School was under the charge of 
Miss Mary W. Chickering. This school was kept in the 
vestry of the Free Will Baptist Church, a dark, damp 
room, quite unfit for such a purpose. In her report to the 
Committee, the teacher says :—“ The room has been not 
only unpleasant and inconvenient, when contrasted with 
the other school-rooms in the district, but also considered 
apart from them. Being situated in the basement story, 
considerably lower than the surrounding ground, the water 
has found its way in at the door whenever a rain or thaw 
occurred ; what has not escaped through holes in the floor, 
has remained standing about the room. If the parents 
were aware of the actual condition of the room, I am con- 
vinced they would remedy the evil without delay. The 
scholars have made commendable progress under the many 
disadvantages.” We respectfully call the attention of the 
district to the statements made respecting this school- 
room, 

The Third Primary School was taught in the Second 
Advent Meeting-House, by Miss Pamelia A. Chapman. 
This school has been well instructed. The room is pleas- 
antly situated and convenient. We believe Miss Chap- 
man has given entire satisfaction. 
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The Fourth Primary School was taught by Miss S. L. 
Seavey. The room in which this school is kept is unfavora- 
bly situated, being greatly exposed to the noise of the schol- 
ars of the other schools, consequently it has been more dif- 
ficult to fix the attention of the school upon their lessons. 
We have noticed an improvement in the behavior of the 
pupils, and an advancement in study. We think the 
teacher has labored hard to make the school what it should 
be. 

The two Middle Schools were taught by Miss Martha 
J. Page and Miss Mary Ann Allison. The reputation and 
success of these teachersare so well known that we need 
not speak at length of their schools. We esteem it fortu- 
nate for any district to secure the services of such teachers. 

The advanced school has been under the charge of Mr. 
R. W. Mason, during the year, with the exception of two 
or three weeks near the close of the last term, when he 
was obliged by ill health to be absent. He was assisted 
by Miss Louisa C. Foster and Miss Martha Eaton, who 
acquitted themselves with much credit. The system, reg- 
ularity, and quietness which characterized the school, de- 
serve particular notice. Whisperme has been almost 
wholly excluded. In several_mstances the committee 
were called upon to dismiss scholars disobedient to the 
rules of the school. This school, as well as all the other 
schools in this district, has been greatly mjured by the 
tardy and irregular attendance of some of the pupils. We 
believe the school has been ably and faithfully instructed, 
and that it has improved much during the past year. But 
while so large a number of scholars are associated togeth- 
er in one room, and those differmg so much in age and at- 
tainments, no rules or regulations can be adopted that will 
be applicable to it as a whole. 

We have never visited this school without being more 
and more deeply impressed with the importance of estab- 
lishing a high school, to which the large and advanced 
scholars alone should be admitted. ‘There seems to be an 
imperative necessity of enlarging the school-house, by rais- 
ing it one story higher, or erecting two or three small hous- 
es, in different parts of the district, for the accommodation 
of the primary schools. 
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District No. 11. 


Three schools have been kept during the year. The 
Primary School was under the instruction of Miss Ann 
Roby, who has been connected with this department for 
two or three years or more. The improvement has been 
very decided and satisfactory. ‘This teacher possesses in 
an unusual degree the tact for managing and instructing 
young scholars. 

The Middle Department was under the charge of Miss 
Susan R. Moulton. The Committee were well pleased 
with the appearance of this school, and believe the teacher 
has faithfully discharged her trust. dont 

The Advanced School was taught by Miss G. H. Wad- 
leigh, alady of great energy and decision. The discipline 
was excellent, and the promptness and accuracy which 
characterized the recitations, showed a close attention on 
the part of the scholars, and thorough instruction on the 
part of the instructor. 

The Winter Term of this school commenced under the 
charge of Mr. John B. Garland, who has had considerable 
experience in teaching. Owing to some misunderstand- 
ing between the teacher and prudential committee, Mr. 
Garland discontinued his connection with it at the close of 
the fourth week. The remainder of the term was kept 
by Mr. Gilbert Wadleigh, well known as an able and suc- 
cessful instructor of youth. Mr. Wadleigh has fully sus- 
tained his former reputation. 


District No. 12. 


This and District No. 19 were formerly one, and it would 
doubtless be forthe interest of both were they reiinited, as 
recommended by the Committee of last year. ‘These dis- 
tricts greatly need ~better accommodations, and a different 
arrangement in their schools. ‘Their houses are in a bad 
state, especially that in No. 12, which is not only very 
much out of repair, but most unpleasantly located. There 
are also too many branches of study attended to in these 
schools to be profitable under the instruction of one teacher. 

Miss M. C. Clough taught the Swmmer Term in No. 
12. Her school was large, and there was an unusual 
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number of small scholars, and though she labored hard, 
and did, as we believe, the best she could, yet there was 
not so good order in the school as is desirable. Neverthe- 
less, those scholars who were disposed to learn, made com- 
mendable proficiency in their studies. Miss Clough has 
a mild and affectionate manner, and with a little more of 
energy in maintaining order, she would be a very fine 
teacher. 

Mr. Ashby C. Morrill taught the Winter Term. It was 
his first attempt at teaching, and in consequence of his in- 
experience and the peculiar state and character of the 
school, he did not succeed in training the scholars to such 
habits of industry and order as were necessary to their 
greatest improvement. Still a portion of the school were 
disposed to improve, and these did well. Judging from 
the appearance of some of the scholars, we think there is 
a want of proper training at home. And certain it is, the 
order in the school, with a few exceptions, has not been 
what it should be for some time past. Mr. Morrill will 
doubtless do well as a teacher, should he turn his atten- 
tion in that direction, and discipline himself for that pur- 
pose. 

District No. 13. 

There has been more of interest manifested in this 
district in behalf of the school, recently, than heretofore. 
The Committee were gratified to meet a goodly number 
of the citizens at the last examination. This was truly 
encouraging. . 

Miss Hannah H. Smart instructed the school during the 
Summer Term, and with commendable success. She 
would have done more and better, probably, had she. been 
older, more experienced, and had higher compensation for 
her labor. As it was, the school appeared pretty well. - 

Mr. William H. Foster taught the Winter School. He 
is an old, experienced teacher, but behind the times in sey- 
eral particulars ; especially in his pronunciation and man- 
ner of teaching reading. And though he deserves com- 
mendation in some things, yet there are many other teach- 
ers who are more accurate and thorough in their instruc- 
tion, and more safe in their influence. The improvement 
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made in penmanship in this school, and the state of the 
writing-books, were deserving of great praise. Indeed, 
the scholars appeared well in other respects, considering 
the manner in which they had been instructed. 


District No. 14. 


This district is small. Yet a good degree of interest 
has been exhibited in behalf of education not only the last 
year, but previously. The character of the school, for a 
few years past at least, has generally been such as to be 
highly creditable, alike to parents, teachers, and scholars. 

Miss Ellen Morrill, instructed during the Swmmer Term. 
And though young and inexperienced, yet her school ap- 
peared tolerably well. ‘Some more scholars might have 
attended, and those who did attend, might have made 
greater improvement, if their teacher had been older and 
better acquainted with the art of instructing; still the 
school did as well as could have been expected under the 
circumstances. With proper care and discipline, Miss M. 
may become a fine teacher. 

Mr. George 8. Bradley, taughtthe Winter School. He 
gave pretty good satisfaction. Most of the scholars who 
attended school regularly, made commendable proficiency 
in their studies, and were orderly in their deportment. 
Mr. B. is a worthy young man; but, as a school teacher, 
he is a little wanting in energy and tact. This, however, 
he may remedy by careful training and further experience. 


District No- 15. 

This district, with a very few exceptions, has been un- 
fortunate in its schools for several years past. At times 
the money expended was but little better than thrown 
away ; and in some instances, perhaps, even worse. This 
seems to haye been owing, partly, to a want of sufficient 
interest in the district properly to look after and provide 
for the welfare of the school; and partly, to the indiscre- 
tion of the prudential committees in employing unsuitable 
teachers—cheap, and in some instances very young, and 
inexperienced teachers. ‘There has also, been great appa- 
rent indifference as to teachers being legally qualified be- 
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fore commencing their school ; and a like indifference as 
to the schools being visited and looked after by the super- 
intending committee. 

Miss Clara F. Potter, taught the Summer School, and 
with commendable success. She was young and inexpe- 
rienced ; still her school appeared well. The scholars 
were generally disposed to be orderly and studious. And 
they made pretty good proficiency in their studies. 


Mr. Adams, commenced the Winter School, and 
proceeded a few weeks tolerably well. But subsequently 
difficulties arose, which he did not feel able to surmount; 
and he left without finishing the term, or making any re- 
turn to the committee. What those difficulties were, we 
have not been informed, further than that some of the 
larger scholars treated their teacher with great rudeness 
and disrespect. 


District No. 16. 


This is the smallest school in town. It has been in- 
structed by Miss Rhoda F. Shute, who succeeded in giving 
entire satisfaction.

District No. 18. 


Miss Helen M. Stark, was the teacher during the Swm- 
mer. ‘The scholars in this school made excellent progress 
under the instruction of this teacher. 


The Wenter School was taught by Mr. Nathaniel M. 
Hook. Owing to the great variety of books, the teacher’s 
time was too much occupied in hearing recitations of sep- 
arate scholars. On the whole, the improvement was good, 


District No. 19. 

We repeat the conviction, that if this district and No. 
12, were united in one, anda large commodious house 
was erected on a pleasant site, and the school divided into 
two departments—a higher, and lower—it would be great- 
ly to the advantage of both districts. It would be less ex- 
pensive maintaining the schools, and vastly better for the 
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scholars. An opportunity would then be afforded fora 
very much more extended and thorough course of educa- 
tion, than can be had under the present arrangement. 

Miss Mary A. Morrill, taught the Swmmer School in 
No. 19, and with good success. She had not the advan- 
tage either of age or experience as a teacher, and yet her 
school was as orderly as most others, and the scholars 
made commendable proficiency in their studies. Miss M. 
may become one of the best of teachers with proper care 
and sufficient experience. 

Mr. Joseph Clough, Jr., instructed the Winter Term, 
and gave very good satisfaction. The scholars were gen- 
erally studious and orderly. And the school was one of 
interest and profit; though not so good as it might have 
been, had there been a less number of studies and classes. 
Still much credit is due both to the teacher and pupils. 
Mr. C. may be regarded asa judicious and successful 
teacher. 


District No. 20. 


We have observed with pleasure the interest which the 
inhabitants of this growing district manifest in their public 
schools. ‘The primary school was under the charge of 
Miss Myra C. McQuestion and Miss Harriet R. Chandler. 
At the commencement of the school, there was much dis- 
order and noise, but it disappeared, and has been through- 
out an excellent school. | 

The Summer Term of the Higher Department, was un- 
der the charge of Miss Charlotte A. Clement, who labored 
with great earnestness and interest in the discharge of her 
duties. We think her school was profitable and satisfac- 
tory. 

The Winter Term was kept by Mr. Harvey A. Page, 
who had taught the previous winter. There was good at- 
tention to study, but not so good. order as there should 
have been. The progress made by the pupils was quite 
good. | 


District No- 21. ; 


This is a small district. But the school has recently 
been in an interesting state; especially the last term. 


4* 
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Miss Hannah A. Ames, instructed the Summer School, 
and. with pretty good-success. Had she been more ener- 
getic, and kept better order, her school would have deserv- 
ed high commendation. As it was, the scholars made 
very good improvement, and appeared quite well at the 
time of examination. 

Mr. S. B. Moore, taught the Winter Term. And few 
schools ever do better. ‘The scholars were orderly in their 
deportment, and prompt in their recitations. The teacher 
was quiet and familiar, yet decided and energetic—com- 
manding both the love and respect of all his pupils. His 
mode of teaching was characterized for clearness and sim- 


plicity. 


District No. 22. 

This district is also small, and little interest has been 
manifested in behalf of the school until reeently. Through 
the fidelity of efficient teachers, and the more ready codp- 
eration of the parents, a larger number of scholars now 
attend schoo: and with greater punctuality than heretofore. 
The school is also more orderly and quiet, and the schol- 
ars generally, are more ambitious and studious, and make 
sreater proficiency in their studies than formerly. Some 
improvements also have been made upon the house, which 
gives ita better appearance, and makes it more convenient 
and comfortable. Ina word, this school, considering all 
its disadvantages, is in a promising state, and we attribute 
much of its recent prosperity to the influence of prayer 
and the study of the Bible—nine hundred verses of the 
Word of God were committed to memory by the scholars 
the last term. | ij 

Miss Martha J. Richardson, taught the Swmmer School. 
Most of the scholars were orderly and studious; these did 
well. There were a few who were idle and refractory. 
Miss R. is well qualified to instruct, and would be espe- 
cially so, were she a little more energetic and familiar in 
her manner of teaching. : 


Mr. George T. Sanborn, instructed the Wenter School, 
and gave pretty general satisfaction. A few of the schol- 
ars were troublesome; but he succeeded in so governing 
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them as to keep the school through the term; and with a 
good degree of credit to himself, and benefit to those who 
- were disposed to improve. 


In the discharge of our duties, we have spared neither 
time nor effort. Each school has been visited, and each 
visit has usually occupied half of a day. In several dis- 
tricts we have observed an increasing interest in the sub- 
ject of popular education; the parents have visited the 
schools more frequently, have selected better teachers and 
furnished their children with the books recommended by 
the committee. We are obliged, however, to say that 
much still remains to be done, before the public schools in 
town can arrive to that degree of perfection which the 
public good demands. ‘There is too little care in the se- 
lection of proper teachers; the scholars are allowed by 
their parents to be absent frequently; the parents often 
form their opinion of the character of the school from the 
representation of their children, rather than from personal 
inspection; and are not sufficiently prompt in sustaining 
the teacher in maintaining order, especially in case of 
their own children. 

In the general, it may be safely asserted that during 
the past year there has been an advancement in the 
schools beyond that of the previous year.
